- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 8 , 21, 23 , 25 , 26,29 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 (as 
amended by Act 25 of 1960) and in supersession of the Travancore 
Cochin Denatured Spirit and Methyl Alcohol Rules, 1950 and the 
Madras Denatured Spirit and Methyl Alcohol Rules, 1939, the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules : 
THE KERALA DENATURED SPIRIT AND METHYL ALCOHOL 

RULES, 1962 . 


1. Short Title. These rules may be called the Kerala Denatured 
Spirit and Methyl Alcohol Rules. 1962. 
2. Definitions.- ( 1) In these rules- 

(a ) " the Act" means the Prohibition Act, 1950 ; 

(b ) " denatured spirit ” means spirit subjected to any one of the 
following processes for the purpose of rendering it unfit for human 
consumption , namely : 

(i) the admixture with spirit ofat least 50 degrees overproof, 
of light caoutchoucine and pyridine basis in the proportion of 1 litre 
of light caoutchoucine and litre of pyridine bases to 99 litres of spirit; 

(ii) the addition of 4 Kilograms of formalin to 100 Kilograms 
of60 degrees overproof strength ofrectified spirit, 

( iii) the addition of liquid soap , (i. e., a preparation made by 
mixing together and heating three parts of castor oil and one part of 
caustic soda in the proportion of one litre of liquid soap to 99 litres of 
spirit. 

(iv ) the addition of castor oil and caustic soda as specified 
below : 

For 100 parts of spirit, use one part of castor oil and 0.4 part of 
caustic soda solution , all by volume. The caustic soda solution is to 
be prepared by dissolving one part of solid caustic soda in three parts of 
water. Take the castor oil, add to it one and a halftimes its volume 
ofalcohol, stir, and finally add the caustic soda solution . A clear 
solution will be obtained which is to be added to the bulk of the alco 


hol ; 


(v ) the addition of ammonia in the proportion of 3 volumes 
of liquor ammonia containing 25 to 26 per cent by weight of ammonia 
gas to 97 volumes of ethyl alcohol, 

(vi) the use of one litre of light caoutchoucine and half a litre 
of pyridine to 981 litres of sptrit with the addition of 13 milli litre of 
methyl violet : 

Provided that the spirit denatured according to this formula , shall 
not be consumed in this state,

(vii ) the addition of 5 litres of Acetone to 100 litres of spirit . 
Explanation : - The light caoutchoucine and the Pyridine basesmust satisfy 

the laboratory tests described in Appendix I 

(viii ) the addition of such denaturants in such proportion as 
are prescribed by Government from time to time. 

(c ) " Government" means the Government of Kerala . 

(d ) "methyl alcohol" means the liquid having the chemical 
formula CH , OH . Its other chemical names are methanol, carbinol 
and methyl hydrate and it includes woodnaptha, wood spirit , wood 
alcohol pyroxylic spirit and pyroligenous spirit ; and 

(e) " methylated spirit " means denatured spirit rendered effectu . 
ally unfit for human consumption by the admixture of crude woodnap 
tha otherwise than in a highly purified condition in the proportion 
ofone part of crude woodnaptha to twenty parts of spirit ( or in any 
other proportion that may specially be prescribed by the Govern 
ment). 
Explanation - The woodnaptha must satisfy the specification described 

in Appendix II 

(f ) wholesale sale means sale made to holders of licences pre 
scribed under these rules and to holders of licences in Form VRIII 
prescribed under the Kerala Varnish Rules, 1962. 

(g ) retail sale means sale made to the public who do not hold 
any licence under these rules subject to the conditions specified in the 
licence for retail sale ; 

( 2) Spirit shall not be denatured by any process other than those 
specified in sub-rule ( 1) except with the sanction of the Government. 

3. Application for licence.-- A person desiring to obtain a license under 
these rules shall apply to the Prohibition Commissioner or any other 
cfficer authorised by him in this behalf through the Excise Inspector 
concerned in Form A appended to these rules specifying the nature of 
the licence required with necessary court- ſee label affixed to the appli 
cation . 

4. Duration of licence and licence fee payable.- (1) Every licence granted 
under these rules shall be valid for the financial year (beginning from the 
1st April or date of issue of this licence and ending with the 31st March 
immediately following) unless otherwise stated in the licence. 

(2 ) Gallonage fee at the rate of 25 nP. per litre of denatured 
spirit/methylated spirit /methyl Alcohol/ specially denatured spirit shall 
be levied on the quantity actually supplied to the licensee by the distil 
lery at the time of supply and credited to the revenue of this state. 

5. Renewal of licence. - A license holder desiring to renew the licence 
after its expiry shall make an application for renewal as prescribed in 
rule 3 at least one month before the date of expiry of the licence. 

6. Possession , import and transport.- (1) Any person or institution 
may without a licence possess within any local area to which the Act 
applies denatured spirit up to a maximum of 1-5 litres or methylated . 
spirit or methyl alcohol up to a maxium of 756 milli lities for any 
medicinal, scientific or industrial purpose or for domestic purposes 
such as lighting stoves and lights , 
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(2 ) No person or institution shall possess or transport within 
any local area to which the Act applies denatured spirit in excess of 1.5 
litres or methylated spirit or methyl alcohol in excess of 750 milli 
litres, except under and in accordance with the terms and conditions 
of a licence issued by the Prohibition Commissioner in Form D - I 
appended to these rules or under a transport permit as the case 


may be: 


Provided that it shall not be necessary for officers of the State 
Government or the Central Government or for medical officers in 
charge of local fund or municipal hospitals or dispensaries or for 
medical practitioners in charge of rural dispensaries subsidised by 
Government or local authorities to obtain licences for possession and 
use of or transport permits for the transport of, any quantity of dena 
tured or methylated spirit or methyl alcohol for Government purposes 
or for the purposes of the hospital or dispensary, as the case may be : 

Provided further that it shall not be necessary for the Military 
Installations and Units belonging to the Armed Forces in India to 
obtain licences for possession and use of any quantity of denatured or 
methylated spirit or methyl alcohol : 

Provided also that it shall not be necessary for Commissioners of 
Municipalities and Municipal Health Officers to obtain licences for 
possession and use of, or transport permits for the transport of any 
quantity of denatured spirit or methylated spirit or methyl alcohol for 
Vaccination and inoculation work . 

(3) (i) No person or institution shall import into any localarea 
to which theAct applies any quantity of denatured or methylated spirit 
of methyl alcohol except under an import permit in Form I granted 
by the Prohibition Commissioners. 

Provided that it shall not be necessary for bona fide travellers to 
obtain an import permit for the import up to a maximum of 1.5 litre 
of denatured spirit or up to a maximum of 750 milli litres of methylated 
spirit or methyl alcohol for domestic purposes such as lighting stoves 
and lights. 

(ii) Officers of the State Government and the Central Govern 
ment may, for Government purposes, obtain any, quantity ofmethyl 
alcohol from a place outside any local area to which the Act applies 
under an import permit in Form I issued by the Prohibition Commis 
sioner. Such import permit shall be issued only on collection of a fee 
at the rate of the prevailing Gallonage fee on the total quantity so 
obtained . 

Exception ; - No such fee shall , however, be collected on the 
quantity obtained by the Military installations and Units belonging to 
the Armed Forces in India . 

(4 ) In the case of preparations or commodities containing a high 
percentage of denatured spirit/methyllated spirit /methyl alcohol 
imported or proposed to be imported , the Board of Revenuemay, 
after getting a sample of such preparation or commodity analysed , 
levy a gallonage fee at the prescribed rates on the spirit contents of the 
preparation before any such preparation is allowed to be imported . 
The requirements of this rule relating to import of denatured spirit / 
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methylated spirit/methyl alcohol shall be complied with in regard 
to the import of any such preparation or commodity. The importer 
need not, however, take out a licence under these rules for possession 
or sale of such commodities in the State . 

(5) No licence shall be issued under cub-rule ( 2) cxcept for a 
puipose specified in section 25 of the Act. 

7. Wholesale depot. - Wholesale depot licences may be issued by the 
Prohibition Commissioner in his discretion in Form D - II appended to 
these rules and subject to the conditions mentioned therein , to any 
person or institution for the possession and wholesale sale of denatured 
or methylated spirit or methyl alcohol for any of the purposes specified 
in section 25 of the Act. 

8. Retail sale. - Licences may be issued by the Prohibition Com 
missioner in his discretion in Form D - III appended to these rules and 
subject to the conditions mentioned therein , to any person for the 
possession and retail sale of denatured or methylated spirit or methyl 
alcohol for any of the purposes specified in section 25 of the Act. 

9. Exports to other States or Union territories . - Licences may be issued 
by the prohibition Commissioner at his discretion in Form D - III- A , 
appended to these rules and subject to the conditions mentioned therein 
to any person or institution , for the possession and export of denatured 
spirit or methylated spirit ormethyl alcohol, for any of the purposes 
specified in section 25 of the Act. Licences to export spirits to other 
States shall be issued to those who possess import permit or authorisa 
tion obtained from the proper authorities of the States or Union 
territories for import. 

10. Railway companies.-- Licences may be issued by the Prohibition 
Commissioner in his discretion in Form D IV appended to these rules 
and subject to the conditions mentioned therein to railway companies 
for the storage and use of denatured or methylated spirit for any of the 
purposes specified in section 25 of the Act. 

11. Private and charitable medical institutions. - Licences may be issued 
by the Prohibition Commissioner at his discretion in Form D - I A 
appended to these rules and subject to the conditions mentioned therein 
to private and charitable medical institutions or specially authorized 
firmsor institutions for the possession and use of methylated spirit of 
B. P. standard consisting of 19 volumes of alcohol and one volume of 
approved woodnaptha in the preparation of medical compounds for 
which such spirit is prescribed . 

12. Soap Manufacture. - Licences may be issued by the Prohibition 
Commissioner at his discretion in Form D - IV A appended to these 
rules and subject to the conditions mentioned therein to any private 
individual or institution manufacturing soap for the possession and use 
of denatured spirit specially prepared according to the procedure pre 
scribed in rule 2 (1) (b ) (iv). 

13. Manufaclure of metal polishes.- Licences may be issued by the 
Prohibition Commissioner in Form D - IV B appended to these rules and 
subject to the conditions mentioned therein to any private individual or 
institution manufacturing metal po ishes for the possession and use of 
denatured spirit specially prepared according to the procedure pre 
scribed in rulc 2 (1) (b ) (v ) . 
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GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


14. (1) Conditions to be satisfied before a licence is granted .- (a ) On 
receipt of the application referred to in rule 3 the Excise Inspector or 
such other officer as may be authorised by the Prohibition Commissioner 
shall satisfy himself 

(i) that the applicant has not been convicted of any offence 
against the Act or of any cognizable and non -bailable offence ; 

(ii) that the applicant is a resident of the place where the 
licence is required ; 

(iii) that the personal circumstances, previous experience of the 
applicant in the line and local needs justify the grant of licence ; and 

(iv ) thatthe privilege isnot likely to be misused and then submit 
his report to the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the division concern 
ed with his recommendation taking into consi ation the local condi 
tions and any other points which he considers necessary . The quantity 
of denatured spirit /methylated spirit /methylalcohol that may be 
allowed to be possessed by the applicant if a licence is to be granted 
should also be specified . The fact whether the applicantheld a similar 
licence formerly shall also be considered. ( This condition is not to be 
satisfied by applicant for export licenses in Form D - III A ) 

(b ) (i) On receipt of the report, the Assistant Excise Commissioner 
may also make such other enquiries which he deems necessary and he 
will send up the application with his recommendation to the Prohibition 
Commissioner . 

( ii) If the Prohibition Commissioner is satisfied that there is a 
real need for the grant of a licence for the particular locality and the 
privilege is not likely to bemisused by the applicant, he may grant the 
applicant a licence under these rules for such quantities of denatured 
spirit/methylated spirit/methyl alcohol as he deemsnecessary. 

(2 ) The following general conditions shall apply to all licences issued 
under rule 7 or rule 8 of these rules , namely : 

(i) the licence must be hung up in a conspicuous place in the 
depot or shop ; 

( ii) no depotor shop shall be kept open between the hours of 
9 p . m . and 6 a . m . 

( iii) denatured spirit kept for sale shall be of good quality and 
unadulterated . The sale of denatured spirit whose hydrometer or 
apparent strength is below 50 ° O. P. is prohibited . 
Inspecting Officer be of opinion that any spirit found by him on 
inspection is insufficiently denatured , he shall report the matter to the 
Prohibition Commissioner and may at the time of inspection remove 
the spirit in question or cause the receptable to be sealed and submit a 
sample to the Prohibition Commissioner for getting it analysed. If the 
analysis shows that it is insufficiently denatured the spirit shall be at 
once treated a fresh or, failing this, destroyed . 
Note : The rendering or attempting to render such spirit fit for human 

consumption is punishable under section 10 of the Prohibiticn 
Act. 


Should any 
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(iv ) true accounts of transactions shall be maintained from day 
to day in ink in Form D -- V appended to these rules by the holders of 
licences otl: er than those in Forms D - II and D - III . Holders of licences 
in forms D - II and D - III shallmaintain accounts in the forms appended 
to their licences. The accounts shall be in printed books. Accounts . 
invoices and permits relating to import or transport shall be preserved 
for one year after the period covered by the licence and shall be pro 
duced when called for by any Excise Officer not below the rank of an 
Inspector ; 

(v ) in calculating the fee, if any , leviable on licences issued 
under these rules , no allowance will be made for loss of spirits or methyl 
alcohol due to any cause whatsoever. Any shortage, leakage or methyl 
alcohol not accounted for to the satisfaction of the Licensing Authority 
will render the licence liable for cancellation ; 

(vi) no privilege of storage or sale shall be sold , transferred or 
subrented without the previous permission of the Prohibition Commis 
sioner. Nor, if the Prohibition Commissioner so orders, shall any agent 
be appointed for the management of any such privilege without his 
previous approval; 

(vii ) any li ence may be revoked by the Prohibition Commis 
sioner on giving the licensee fifteen days notice of such revocation ; 

(viii ) the premises for which the licence is granted shall be 
open to inspection by the Prohibition Commissioner or any Excise 
Officer not below the rank of an Inspector or any officer of the Police 
Department below the rank of a Sub-Inspector or any other Prohibition 
Officer authorised for the purpose. The Prohibition Commissioner 
shall be furnished with such information regarding the quantity of 
spirit or methyl alcohol used asmay be required by him ; 

(ix ) Every bottle, jar, cask or other receptables containing dena 
tured or methylated spirit or methyl alcohol received into or kept for 
storage or sale in a shop licensed under these rules or by a private person 
permitted to be in possession of such spirit or methyl alcohol shall have 
affixed to it in a conspicuous manner a label which should contain the 
picture of a full human skeleton at least three inches in length extend 
ing from the top to the bottom of the label with the following words 
printed on the right and left of the picture : 

" POISON . not to be taken internally." 

" denatured spirit 
Methylated Spirit. 

Methyl Alcohol 
Spirit made in ...... 
and denatured /methylated in 

Methyl Alcoholmade in .. 
The use of any label not containing all the aforesaid particulars or 
containing any other particulars is prohibited . The words " Poison 
Not to be taken internally " should be printed in red in bold letters in 
English , Tamil and Malayalam . The design and style of the label shall 
be as in Form DVI, D VII or D VIII, as the case may be ; 
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(x ) Licensees shall be bound by any additional rules that may 
be prescribed by the Government from time to time. 

15. Security. - In respect of licences in Forms D -IV A and D -IV B 
appended to these rules, the licensee shall, if required by the Prohi 
bition Commissioner at any time during the currency of the licence, 
deposit with the Prohibition Commissioner in cash or in Government 
promissory notes such sum as may be prescribed by the Prohibition 
Commissioner as security for the due observance of the conditions of the 
licence. In case of non -observance of the terms of the licence, the 
security so taken may be forfeited to the Government and the licence 
cancelled. The forfeiture of deposit and cancellation of the licence 
shall not be held to prevent the licensee from being prosecuted under 
the Act. 

16. Change of place of business. of Licensee.- (i) A licensee shall not 
change his place of business to any place outside the area covered by 
the licence. If he desires to do so , a fresh application for a licence 
should bemade and all the provisions relating to the grant of a fresh of 
licence shall apply to the case . 

( ii) The licensing authority may, after giving the licensee an 
opportunity to show cause why such an order should not be passed , by 
an order in writing stating the reasons therefore, cancel a licence issued 
under these rules er suspend it for such period as he thinks fit either 
wholly or in part, if, in his opinion , the licensee has failed to comply 
with all or any of the conditions of the licence or with any ofthe pro 
visions of the Act. Where a licence is suspended or cancelled during 
its currency or is not renewed after its expiry, the licence holder is 
prohibited from selling or using any of the stocks held by him under 
the licence at the time of such suspension , cancellation or expiry. The 
stocks shall be disposed of only on the orders of the Prohibition Com 
missioner . 

( iii ) If the Prohibition Commissioner considers that the licence 
applied for should not be granted to the applicant, he may by order in 
writing refuse to grant a licence for reasons to be specified therein . 

(iv) A licensee shall pay such fees as are prescribed in the res 
pective licences in addition to the gallonage fee prescribed under the 
rules. 

APPENDIX I 
Official Laboratory tests to ascertain the suitability of samples of 
Light Caoutchoucine and Pyridine Bases for Denaturing Spirit . 

A. SPECIFICATION OF LIGHT CAOUTCHOUCINE 
1. Nature. --By " Caoutchoucine" is meant the liquid obtained by 
the dry distillation of vulcanized rubber. By " light caoutchoucine" is 
meant the liquid obtained by redistilling " Caoutchoucine and collect 
ing that portion which passes over at, or below about 200 ° c. 

2. The Specific gravity of light caoutchoucine. The specific gravity of 
light caoutchoucine at 60 ° F . should lie between 0.835 and 0.860 taking 
the specific gravity of water to be 1.000 , 
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3. Boiling test. - For the purpose of this test, 100 C. C. of light caout. 
choucine should be redistilled in the pyridine testing flask (see speci 
fication for pyridine bases). Under those conditions not more than 
15 c. c. of distillate should pass over at or below 100 ° c. whilst a total 
(including the foregoing) of at least 70 c. c. choul pass over at or below 
200 ° C . 

4. Absence of soluble constituents. - When 25 c. c . of light caoutchoucine 
are shaken with an equal volume of water in a stoppered graduated 
cylinder and due time is allowed for the liquids to separate again into 
wo layers, the light caoutchoucine should show no appreciable diminu 
tion in volume. 

5. Neutrality :-The aqueous layer obtained from test (4) should 
show no marked acidity or alkalnity when tested with both red and 
blue litmus papers . 

6. Limit of saturated hydro -carbons. - At least 70 percent of the light 
caoutchoucine should be soluble in concentrated sulphuric acid . For 
testing this 25 c. c. should be measured off into a tapped and stoppered 
separating cylinder of suitable capacity and sulphuric acid should be 
added , at first with great care and in very small quantities. After 
each addition of acid, the cylinder should be shaken and cooled to 
avoid loss of volatile constituents. Sufficient acid must be used (usually 
about 50 cc ) for the high coloured layer to become quite fluid so that 
it can separate readily from the upper layer of unattacked constituentss 
After a final thorough shaking and cooling, the cylinder should be left 
for about three hours to effect complete separation , of the two layers 
and the lower layer be then tapped off. The almost colourless upper 
layer should be again sbaken with strong sulphuric acid until it appears 
free from soluable constituents (as judged by the colour imparted to the 
sulphuric acid ) and separated as before after standing. It should 
finally measure not more than 7 c . c . The acid used should be of 
specific gravity 1.84 and may be of commercial quality. 

7. Freedom from water . - Light caoutchoucine should not contain any 
appreciable amount of water. Any officer engaged in drawing samples 
for test should certify on the bottle that he has drawn the sample from 
the bottom of the containing vessel where the water, if present, will be 
found. For this purpose, he should employ a syphon tube of which the 
shorter limb reaches to the floor of the containing vessel. He should 
also assure himself that the sample is collected in a bottle free of 
moisture . 

B. SPECIFICATION OF PYRIDINE BASES 
1. Colour. — The colour must not ordinarily be darker than that given 
by 2 c. c . of decinormal iodine solution dissolved in one litre of distilled 
water . 

2. Mixibility with water.- The pyridine bases should mix readily and 
completely with spirit and should give a clear or only slightly opales . 
cent solution when mixed with twice their volumeofwater , 
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3. Amountof water present.-- From 20 c. c. ofthe pyridine bases mixed 
with 20 C. c. of caustic soda solution density (1.4 ) at least 18.5 C. c. of 
the bases should separate after having been repeatedly shaken together 
and allowed to stand . 

4. Titration.-Dissolve 1 c. c. of the pyridine bases in 9.5 c. c. of 
distilled water. Titrate with normal sulphuric acid until a drop of the 
mixture gives a definite blue spot on congo -red paper (the blue colour 
should at once disappear ). At least 9.5 c . c. of the normal sulphuric 
acid should be required to produce this re-action . (to prepare the 
congo -red paper , dissolve one gram of congo -red in one litre of distilled 
water. Soak filter paper in this and then dry). 

5. Cadmium chloride reaction .--- Vigorously shake together 10 c . c. of 
a solution of I c. c. of pyridine bases in 100 c. c. of distilled water with 
5 c. c . of a five percent solution of dry fused cadmium chloride. A 
distinct crystalline precipitate should immediately result, and there 
should be an abundant separation of crystals within ten minutes. 

Another 10 c . c . of the above 1 per cent aqueous solution should 
give a white precipitate when mixed with 5 c. c. ofNessler s reagent. 

6. Boiling Point: Distill 100 C. c. of the pyridine bases in themanner 
described below . At least 50 c. c. should distil over at or under 
140 ° C. and a total of 90 c. c . at or under 160 ° C. 

Method : One hundred cubic centimeters of pyridine bases arc 
placed in a short-necked copper flask of about 200 c . c. capacity . 
The flask is arranged on an asbestos card which has a circular hole 
of 30 m . m . diameter cut in it. To the flask is attached a fractioning 
column (consisting of a tube 13 m . m . wide and 170 m . m . long, 
provided with one bulb ) of which the side tube (issuing 1 c . m . above 
the bulb ) join a liebig s condenser ofwhich the cooled part is at least 
400 m . m . long . A standard thermometer is placed in the head 
of the column so that its bulb occupies the centre of the bulb of the 
eolumn . 

The speed of distillation is adjusted to 5 c. c. per minute, the 
distillate being received in a graduated glass cylinder. " At least 50 c. c . 
should distill over at or under 150 ° C. and 90 c . c . at or under 1609 C. 
at a barometric pressure of 760 m . m . 

If the barometer varies from 760 m . m . a correction of 1 " C. for 
each 30 m . m . of variation should be applied ( e. g . under 770 m . m . 
of pressure 50 c. c. of distillate should come over at or under 140.39 C. 
whilst under 750 m . m . the same amount ofdistillate should come 
over at 139.7 ° C.) 
Note :-Pyridine proper is a single definite compound ( C. H. 5 N.) 

boiling at about 116 " Č . "Pyridine bases are mixture of 
Pyridine with closely allied compounds boiling at various 
temperatures. They are cheaper and more effective denatur 

ants than the pure pyridine.

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APPENDIX II 


SPECIFICATION FOR WOODNAPTHA 
( a ) Not more than 30 c. c. of the woodnaptha should be 
required to decolourise 0:5 gram of bromine; 

( b ) it should be neutral or slightly alkaline to litmus. 25 c. c. 
of woodnaptha should require at least 5 c. c. of N / 10 acid using 
methyl orange as indicator; 

( c ) it must contain at least 72 per cent by volume of methyl 
alcohol (methanol) ; in order to estimate the amount of methanol the 
fractional distillation test (Government Laboratory, London ) will be 
taken as standard ; 

( d ) in 100 c. c . of woodnaptha there should not be less than 
5 gramsof substances present ( calculated as acetone) as measured by 
Messinger s test ; and 
(e ) 

there should be not less than 1.5 grams of esters present 
calculated as methyl acetate. 
Note : The fractional distillation test is preferred to the methyl iodide 

test because certain difficulties are associated with carrying 
out the methyl iodide test as a regular practice in laboratories 
in India on account of the high temperature frequently 
prevailing .

THE KERALA RECTIFIED SPIRIT RULES 1962 


1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala Rectified 
Spirit Rules, 1962 

2. Definitions. In these rules: 

( a ) Act means the Prohibition Act, 1950 . 

(b ) " rectified spirit" includes " absolute alcohol" . 

3. Import (1) No rectified spirit shall be imported into any 
local area to which the Act applies from any other local area in the 
State of Kerala to which the Act has not been extended , except 
under an import permit in Form I appended to the Kerala 
Denatured Spirit and Methyl Alcohol Rules, 1962. 

(2) No rectificd spirit shall be imported into any local area to 
which the Act applies from any area outside the State of Kerala other 
wise than across a customs frontier as defined by the Central Govern 
ment except with the previous sanction of the Prohibition Com 
missioner . 

4. Export. No rectified spirit shall be exported from any local 
area to which the Act applies to any other local area in the State of 
Kerala to which the Act has not been extended , except with the pre 
vious sanction of the Prohibition Commissioner 

5. Possession without license . The following persons and institutions 
may , without a licence , possess at any one time rectified spirit up to 
the maximum quantity specified against each for the purposes specified 
in section 21 of the Act: 

(i) (a ) Any Government Arts or Professional 
College or any other Government Educational 
Institution or any Government, Local Fund or 
MunicipalHospital other than Government Head 
quarters Hospital.

6. Possession and Transport with license. No person or institution 
may possess or transport rectified spirit in excess of the quantity which 
he or it is permitted to possess under rule 5 except under and in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of a licence issued by the 
Prohibition Commissioner under rule 7 , provided that it shall not be 
necessary for the District Medical Stores at Palghat & Kozhikode to 
obtain a license for possession of any quantity of rectified spirit but 
issues of rectified spirit from the said Medical Stores to Hospitals and 
Dispensaries shall be covered by transport permits in Form I appended 
to the Kerala Denatured Spirit & Methyl Alcohol Rules, 1962. 

7. Licence for purpose specified in Section 25 of the Act. The Prohibi 
tion Commissioner may issue a license for the possession or use of 
rectified spirit for any of the purposes specified in section 25 of the 
Act in the form appended to these rules and subject to the conditions 
mentioned therein .

6. An inspection note book in Form B below for Inspecting 
Officers to enter their remarks shall be maintained and be handed 
over to any officer authorised to receive it on a receipt being given 
therefor. 

7 . Pecuniary dealings of any kind whatever by the licensee with 
any officer of Government are absolutely prohibited . 

8. The licensee shall pay a gallonage fee at Rs. 2.50 per litre of 
rectified spirit in addition to the duty thereon to the Excise Officer in 
charge of the distillery on the quantity actually obtained from the 
distillery within the State at the time of purchase . If the rectified 
spirit is imported into the State from outside , the duty and gallonage 
fee due thereon should be remitted before hand into the treasury and 
the treasury receipt produced before the Prohibition Officer along with 
the application for permit. (This condition will not be applicable to 
the State or CentralGovernment institutions) . 

9. The licence shall be granted only on payment of a license fee 
of Rs. 200 if it is intended for an industrial purpose. ( This condition 
shall not be applicable to Government and charitable institutions).

NOTIFICATION XX . 


S. R. O.No. 245/62. In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
25 , 28 , 29 and 62 of the Prohibition Act., 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ) and 
in supersession of all previous rules and notifications on the subject, 
the Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules namely. 
KERALA LIQUOR PERMIT (PERSONAL CONSUMPTION ) 

RULES 1962 . 
1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala Liquor 
Permit (Personal Consumption ) Rules, 1962. 

2. Definitions. In these rules , unless the context otherwise 
requires ; 

(i) the Act means the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 
1950) 

(ii) Form means a form appended to these rules; 

3. ( a ) foreign liquor means wine , spirits, and beer imported 
into India from foreign countries and dealt with under the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934 , or under any other law for the time being in force 
relating to the duties of customs on goods imported into India , but 
does not include Indian made foreign liquor, plain rectified spirits and 
denatured and methylated spirits ; 
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(b ) Indian made foreign liquor means spirits manufactured 
and compounded in India and made colour and favour to resemble 
gin, brandy, whisky or rum imported from foreign countries and 
includes beer brewed in India and duly exercised and milk punch and 
other liquors into the Composition of which such spirits enter; 

4. Medical Officer means a Civil Surgeon of the I grade in 
active service under the Kerala Government and includes a Professor 
or Associate Professor in charge of any Clinical Subject in any Govern 
rent Medical College in Kerala State . 

5. Permit means a permit issued under these rules; 

6. Privileged personage means a temporary resident who is a 
Sovereign of a foreign State, or an Ambassador or a Diplomatic Envoy 
or Consul or Trade, Commerce or other representative of a foreign 
State , or the consort or a member of the staff entitled to privileges of 
such Sovereign Ambassador, Envoy or consul; 

7. temporary resident means a person who is not a citizen of 
India and who is temporarily residing in this State on business or other 
avocation and includes a ſechnical Co -operation Mission personnel 
and his consort working in India ; 

8. tourist means a person who is not a citizen of India and who 
visits this State for pleasure or for any other avocation and who holds a 
Tourist Introduction Card issued by the Government of India ; 

9. Unit means 750 millilitres of whisky or other spirits including 
liquors or 2.25 litres of wine or vermouth or 9 litres of beer or cider 
unless otherwise specifically provided for in the form ; 

10. "visitor means a citizen of India who is not a permanent 
resident of this State butwho visits this State for a temporary stay not 
exceeding three months. 

3. Doscription of permits:-Permits of the following kinds for the 
possession and consumption of liquor shall be granted under these 
rules, namely : 

(i) Permits on grounds of health . 
( ii) Temporary residents permits . 
(iii) Special permits for privileged personages . 
(iv ) Permits for visitors. 
(v ) Interim permits for tourists . 

(vi) Permits for officers of the Armed Forces . 

4. Permit on grounds of health (1) permit to possess and consume 
liquor on grounds ofhealth will ordinarily be granted by the Prohibi 
tion Commissioner subject to the payment of a fee of Rs. 70 payable 
in two instalments namely, Rs. 20 at the time of application and 
Rs. 50 at the time of issue of the permit. Out of this fee of Rs. 20 , 
Rs. 4 shall be remitted into a Government Treasury to the appropriate 
head of account and the remaining Rs. 16 shall be paid in cash to the 
Medical Oflicer as fee for the Medical Examination . The fee of Rs. 20 
paid at the time of application shall not be refundable. Any person 
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either temporarily or permanently residing in the areas where the Act 
is in force who is desiring to possess and consume liquor on grounds of 
health shall apply to the Medical Officer for a medical certificate . The 
application shall be accompanied with the receipts for the first instal 
ment of fee of Rs. 20 , namely , the chalan receipt for Rs. 4 and receipt 
for Rs . 16 paid to the medical officer . 

(2 ) The medical officer shall, on completion of medical exami 
nation, grant a medical certificate in form PCB if in his opinion a 
permitmay be granted to the applicant. Such medical certificate shall 
in no case recommend a quantity ofmore than 4 (four) units of liquor a 
month . A copy of the certificate granted to the applicant shall be 
retained by the medical officer. 

(3 ) The applicant shall then send an application in Form PCA1 
along with the medical certificate , to the Prohibition Commissioner 
through the Assistant Excise Commissioner concerned for a permit. On 
receipt of the application , the Commissioner shall make such enquiries 
as he deems fit in order to satisfy himself ; 

(i) that the applicant is not a minor ; 

(ii ) that the health of the applicant will be seriously and 
permanently affected if he is not permitted to possess and consume 
liquor mentioned in the application ; and ; 

(iii ) that the personal circumstances of the applicant justify 
his being granted a permit and that he is not likely to misuse the 
permit. 

(4 ) Where the Commissioner is not satisfied about the bona 
fides of a medical certificate granted in any particular case , the 
applicant concerned may be required to appear before the Director of 
Health Services or his nominee for a second medical opinion in which 
case the applicant shall pay in cash towards the second medical 
examination a fee of Rs. 16 to the medical examiner. The Director of 
Health Services or his nominee, after examining the applicant, shall 
forward his opinion to the Commissioner. Such opinion shall be 
accepted by the Commissioner. 

(5) When the Commissioner is not satisfied on all or any of the 
points mentioned in sub-rule (3) he shall issue a notice to the applicant 
calling upon him to show cause within a reasonable period not 
ordinarily exceeding fourteen days, why his application should not be 
rejected . The applicant or his agent may appear before the 
Commissioner or any officer authorised by him within the time speci 
fied in the notice and make any representation in this behalf. Such 
representation shall be duly taken into consideration by the 
Commissioner before final orders are passed on the application . 

(6 ) If the Commissioner is satisfied that there is no objection , 
hemay intimate that a permit in form PCF1 will be granted to the 
applicant for possession and consumption of liquor on his remitting the 
second instalment fee ofRs. 50 within the time fixed in the intimation . 
The amount shall be remitted into a Government Treasury to the 
appropriate head of account. The applicant shall send the chalan to 
the Commissioner . 
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Note : - In case the permit is applied for a period of less than one 
year, a fee calculated at the rate of Rs. 10 per month or part thereof 
shall be remitted, subject to a maximum of Rs. 50. 

(7) No permit shall be granted under sub - rule (6 ) for the 
period and quantity exceeding that recommended by the Medical 
Officer. Subject to this condition the actual quantity and period shall 
be decided by the Commissioner. 

( 8 ) A holder of a permit desiring to renew the permit shall 
make an application for renewal at least one month before the date of 
expiry ofhis permit. The provisions of sub -rules (1) to (7) shall, so 
far as may be, apply to such application . 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to produce a medical 
certificate with an application for renewal unless the holder disires that 
the quantity of liquor allowed under the permit should be increased , 
or unless the originalmedical certificate does not cover the period for 
which renewal of permit is applied for . 

(9 ) The right to purchase and the right to possess liquor 
granted under the permit shall extend to , and be exercised only in : o 
far as they appertain to the consumption of liquor in accordance with 
these rules and the conditions of the permit. 

(10 ) Liquor under a permit granted under this rule shall not 
be obtained from a source other than that mentioned in the permit. 

(11) The holder of a permit shall cause all purchases of liquor 
to be duly entered in his permit by the dealer who sells it to him in 
accordance with the permit. . 

(12) The holder of a permit shall not at any time possess any 
quantity of liquor exceeding that which he is permitted to consume in 
a month . 

(13 ) Where a permit is suspended or cancelled during its 
currency or is not renewed after its expiry the holder of the permit 
shall surrender forthwith the whole of the stock of unconsumed liquor, 
to an officer of the Excise Department notlower in rank than that of an 
Excise Inspector having jurisdiction over the area where the holder of 
the permit resides . No refund of the permit fee or any portion thereof 
paid for obtaining the permit will, however, bemade. 

5. Temporary residents permit. (1) A temporary resident in the 
State who desires to possess and consume liquor shall apply to the 
Prohibition Commissioner in Form PCA2 through the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner. 

Provided that in the case of tourists requiring a temporary resident 
permit for a period not exceeding three months, such permits shall be 
issued by the Assistant Excise Commissioner on behalf of the 
Commissioner to avoid delay and in such cases the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner shall report the matter to the Commissioner and get his 
ratification . 

(2 ) On receipt of the application , the Commissioner, or the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner, as the case may be, shall make such 
enquiries as he deems fit in order to satisfy himself : 

(a ) that such person is not a minor ;

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(b ) that he is a temporary resident; and 

(c) that he is not likely to misuse the permit . 

(3) If the Commissioner or the Assistant Excise Commissioner 
as the case may be is satisfied that there no objection , he may grant 
the applicant, a permit in Form PCF2 for the possession and consumpt 
ion of liquor on payment of a fee calculated at the rate of Rs. 10 for 
each month or part thereof subject to a maximum of Rs. 50, which will 
be the fee for one year. The fee shall be paid in cash to the 
Commissioner or the Assistant Excise Commissioner, as the case may be 
or paid into a Government Treasury under the appropriate head of 
account and chalan produced before the Commissioner, or the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner, as the case may be. 
Note : - If the applicant is a tourist holding a Tourist Introduction

or a foreign representative of the Principal or subsidiary 
organisation of the United Nations Organisation or a 
member of the Technical Co-operation Mission working in 

India , a permit shall be issued free of fee. 

(4 ) If the Commissioner or the Assistant Excise Commissioner 
as the cas may be, is not satisfied on all or any ofthe points mentioned 
in sub- rule (2 ) a notice shall be issued to the applicant calling upon 
him to show cause within a reasonable time not ordinarily exceeding 
fourteen days, why his application should not be rejected . The 
applicant his agent may appear before the Commissioner or any 
officer authorised by him within the time, specified in the notice and 
made any representation in this behalf. Such representation shall be 
duly taken into consideration by the Commissioner or the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner, as the case may be, before final orders are passed 
on the application . 

(5 ) No permit under this rule shall be granted for a period 
exceeding one year at any one time. 

(6 ) A holder of a permit desiring to renew his permit shall 
make an application for renewal at least one month before the date of 
expiry of his permit. The provisions of sub -rules ( 1) to (5) shall, so 
far as may be, apply to such application . 

(7) The quantity of liquor allowed under the permit shall not 
exceed 8 Units per month . 

(8 ) The holder of a permit shall not possess at any time any 
quantity of liquor in excess of that which has been specified in the 
permit. 

(9 ) The right to purchase and the right to possess liquor 
granted under the permit shall extend to and be exercised only in so 
far as they appertain to the consumption of liquor in accoradance with 
these rules and the conditions of the permit. 

(10 ), (i) Liquor under a permit granted under this rule shall 
be obtained only from the sources specified in the permit. 

(ii) The holder of a permit shall cause all purchases of liquor 
to be duly entered in his permit by the dealer who sells it to him in 
accordance with the permit. 
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(11) Where a permit is suspended or cancelled during its 
currency or is notrenewed after its expiry, or the permit holder ceases 
to be a temporary resident within the State he shall surrender forthwith 
the permit and the whole of the stock of unconsumed liquor to an 
officer of the Excise Department not lower in rank than that of an 
Excise Inspector having jurisdiction over the area where the holder of 
the permit resides. No refund of the permit fee or any portion thereof 
paid for obtaining the permit will however be made. 

(12) If the Commissioner decides that the permit applied for 
need not be granted or renewed to the applicant, or if it is proved to 
his satisfaction that the permit granted is not utilised for reasons beyond 
the controlof the applicant, the fee paid under sub - rule (3 ) shall be 
refunded to the applicant. 

6. Special Permit for privileged personages. (1) Any privileged 
personage desiring to possess and consume liquor shall apply to the 
Prohibition Commissioner in Form PCA3. The Commissioner shall 
after satisfying himself that the applicant is eligible for a permit under 
this rule , grant a permit, free of fee in Form PCF3. 
Note :- Honorary Consuls are not exempt from payment of fees. They 

shall pay a fee of Rs. 50 per annum or Rs. 10 per mensem or 
part thereof, subject to a maximum of Rs. 50 per annum . 

The amount may be paid in cash to the licensing authority . 

(2 ) The permit shall be granted for such period as may be 
necessary, not exceeding one year at a time. 

(3 ) The maximum quantity of liquor allowed for possession 
under the permit at anyone time and the maximum quantity of liquor 
allowed for consumption under the permit for a period of three months 
shall not exceed 24 units. 

(4 ) Liquor under the permit shall be obtained only from the 
sources specified in the permit. 

(5) The holder of a permit shall cause all purchases of liquor 
to be duly entered in his permit by the dealer who sells it to him in 
accordance with the permit. 

(6 ) The right to purchase and the right to possess liquor 
granted under the permit shall extend to , and be exercised only in so 
far as they appertain to the consumption of liquor in accordance with 
these rules and the conditions of the permit. 

(7) The permit shall be surrendered to the Commissioner 
as soon as the holder thereof ceases to be eligible for a permit under 
this rule. The stock of unconsumed liquor remaining with such holder 
shall also be surrendered to an officer of the Excise Department not 
lower in rank than that of an Excise Inspector having jurisdiction over 
the area where the holder of the permit resides . 

(8 ) Where a permit is suspended or cancelled during its cur 
rency or is not renewed after its expiry, the holder of the permit shall 
surrender forthwith the stock of unconsumed liquor to an oflicer of the 
Excise Department not lower in rank than that of an Excise Inspector 
having jurisdiction over the arca where the holder of the permit resides. 
No refund of the permit ſee orany portion thereof paid by an Honorary 
Consul for obtaining the permit will, however, be made , except in 
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cases where it is proved to the satisfaction of the licensing authority 
that the permit was not utilised for reasons beyond the control of the 
applicant. 

7. Permit for visitors . (1 ) A visitor desiring to possess and 
consume liquor shall apply to the Prohibition Commissioner through 
the Assistant Excise Commissioner concerned in Form PCA4. If the 
visitor holds a permit issued to him on medical grounds by the 
authorities in any other State where Prohibition is in force, it shall be 
appended to the application in which case an interim permit for the 
same quantity of liquor will be granted . If the visitor does not hold 
such health permit , the application shall be accompanied by a medical 
certificate prescribed in sub -rule ( 3) . 

( 2) On receipt of the application , the Commissioner shall. 
aftermaking such enquiries as he may deem fit to make in order to 
satisfy himself that the applicant is not a minor and that he is a visitor 
eligible for a permit under this rule, grant a permit in Form PCF4 . 

(3) No visitor may be granted a permit except on medical 
grounds on a certificate issued by a medical officer in this State or a 
paid Civil Surgeon of the State to which the visitor belongs. A visitor 
desiring to obtain a medical certificate from this State for personal 
consumption of liquor on grounds of health shall apply to the medical 
officer. An amountof Rs. 16 in cash shall be paid to the medical 
officer towards the fee for the certificate. Such medical certificate shall 
show the age of the applicant as well as the particular ailment or 
ailments necessitating the consumption of liquor by the applicant and 
the quantity of liquor which the Medical Officer considers to be 
necessary . The application for permit shall be accompanied by the 
receipt for Rs. 16 issued by the Medical Officer and also themedical 
certificate : 

Provided that if the visitor holds a permit issued on medical 
grounds by the authorities in any other State where Prohibition is in 
force or if he is an ex -ruler of a former Indian State prior to States 
Re-organisation in 1956 no medical certificate shall be necessary. 

(4 ) A fee at the rate of Rs. 10 per month or part thereof shall be 
paid by a visitor who applies for a permit. The fee may be paid in 
cash to the Prohibition Commissioner or paid into a Government 
Treasury under the appropriate head of account and chalan produced 
before the Commissioner . 

(5 ) No perniit under this rule shall be granted for a period of 
more than three months at any one time. * 

(6 ) The quantity of liquor allowed under the permit shall be 
fixed after taking into account the status of the applicant, the quantity 
of liquor recommended by the Medical Officer or the quantity allowed 
under the permit issued by an other State, provided that no permit 
shall be issued for a quantity exceeding four units per month or one 
unit per week .

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(9) The right to purchase, transport and possess liquor granted 
under the permit shall extend to , and be exercised , only in so far as it 
appertains to the consumption of liquor in accordance with these rules 
and the conditions of the permit.

( 11) Where a permit is suspended or cancelled during its

11. Loss of permits. The loss of a permit during the period of its 
currency shall be forthwith intimated by the holder of the permit to 
the Prohibition Commissioner or the Assistant Excise Commissioner as 
the case may be explaining the circumstances in which the loss 
occurred . A fee of Re. I shall be payable for every duplicate permit 
and such permits may be granted by the Commissioner or the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner, as the case may be after making such enquiry as 
he deems fit . The fee shall be remitted to the same head of account 
and in the same manner as for the original permit. The holder of the 
permit shallreturn the duplicate permit for cancellation , if and when 
the original permit is traced . 

12. Application . A court fee at the rate fixed for application shall 
be paid on all applications made under these rules, except the 
applications in Form PCA3 and PCA6 .

MEMBERS OF ARMED FORCES ETC., EXEMPTED FROM CERTAIN 

SECTIONS OF THE PROHIBITION ACT . 
S. R. O. No. 246/62. In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 24 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950, Government exempt 
members of the armed Forces of the Union or of any other armed forces 
raised or maintained by the Union or attached to or operating with any 
of its armed forces and the members of the medical or other staff 
attached to any of the Armed Forces aforesaid (hereinafter referred to as 
members of the Armed Forces) from the provisions of section 8 . 

(1) (a )and (j) of the said Act as relates to the possession , consump 
tion or buying of liquor, subject to the conditions specified hereunder, 
namely : 

CONDITIONS 
(1) The exemption does not apply to possession and consumption 
of toddy and arrack. 

(2) The exemption extends only to the possession and consumption 
of liquor by full time members of the Armed Forces or the Medical or 
other staff attached to them . 

( 3) The sale or gift of liquor by. Military personnel to civilians is 
strictly prohibited . 
(4) Liquor shall be obtained from the following sources only . 

(i) Military supply organizations. 
(ii) Military canteens in the area run by licensed contractors ; 

and 
(iii ) Any other source that may be prescribed by the Prohi 

bition Commissioner on such conditions he may deem 

fit to impose. 
(5 ) The consumption of liquor by members of the Armed forces 
shall be within the messes or canteens. No Liquor shall be consumed 
or taken out for consumption outside except as provided for in condition 
6 below . 

(6 ) (i) Married officers while on duty or while they are residing at 
a Military Station during leave may carry liquor to their residences for 
personal consumption. 

(ii) Any member of the Armed Forces while on leave or while 
proceeding from one station to another on duty may carry with him 
liquor for personal consumption under the cover of a permit issued by 
an officer of the Armed Forces, specified in Annexure I. Such permits 
shall be in the Form specified in Annexure II and shall contain such 
conditions as may be specified by the State Authorities. The quantity of 
liquor allowed under the permit issued to any member of the Armed 
forces shall not exceed the limit specified by the Government of India 
for his rank . The liquor allowed under the permit shall not be con 
sumed in a public place,

5. The licensee is prohibited from rectifying spirits by purifying 
colouring , flavouring or mixing any material therewith and from 
blending foreign liquor and Indian -made foreign spirits . 

6. Every bottle or receptable containing liquor that has been 
compounded or blended in India shall be labelled as having been 
compounded or blended in India . Every bottle or other receptable 
containing foreign liquor and Indian-made foreign spirits bottled in 
the State shall bear a lebel affixed to it by the bottler in accordance 
with the terms of his bottling license. If a liquor is kept in bottles, 
the bottles shall be sealed , wired or secured by capsules or cork and 
the top of the neck covered by matallic foil. The licensee is prohibited 
from altering either the nature of the bottled liquor purchased , by him 
or the labels upon the bottles on pain of forfeiture of this licence.

16. If it is found that the licensee is suffering from leprosy or any 
other contageous disease , he shall not be allowed to continue to hold the 
licence nor shall any persons suffering from any such disease be emplo . 

No per 
son convicted under the Indian Penal Code or under the provisions of 
the Prohibition Act shall be employed in the licensed premises in any 
capacity . 
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17. True account shallbe maintained from day to day in ink in the 
Form in Annexure B. All bills of purchase of liquor shall be carefully 
filed in support of the accounts. The accounts and the bills of pur 
chase of liquor shall be produced when called for by any Excise Officer 
not below the rank of an Inspector or a Police Officer not below the 
rank of Sub - Inspector or any other officer authorised by Government 
and shall be handed over at the end of the period of the licence to a 
Prohibition Officer not below the rank of a Range Inspector having 
jurisdiction over the area , in which the licensed premises are situated.

21. The license shall be liable for cancellation by the Commissioner 
at his discretion at any time without any notice of such cancellation , 
in which case a proportionate part of the fee paid , if any, is refundable .

S. R. O. No. 248/62. In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 
25, 26 , 28 , 29, and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ) 
and in supersession of all the previous Rules on the subject the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following Rules: 

RULES 
1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala HotelSpecial 
Liquor Licence Rules, 1962 . 

2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(i). the Act means the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ); 
(ii) Form means a form appended to these rules ; 
(iii) Liquor means foreign liquor or Indian -made foreign liquor ; 

(a) " foreign líquor" means, wine, spirits and beer imported into 
India from foreign countries and dealt with under the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1954, or under any other law for the time being in force relating 
to the duties of customs on goods imported into India, but does not 
include Indian -made foreign liquor, plain rectified spirits and denia 
tured and methylated spirits ; 

(b ) " Indian -made foreign liquor " means spirits manufactured 
and compounded in India and made in colour and flavour to resemble 
gin , brandy, whisky or rum imported from foreign countries and in 
cludes milk punch and other liquors into the composition of which 
only such spirits enter, beer brewed in India and also, wine made in 


India ; 


( iv ) “unit means in the case ofwhisky or other spirits including 
liquors, 750 milli litres, in the case of wine or vermouth , 2250 milli 
litres, and in the case of beer or cider, 9000 milli litres ; 

(v ) " peg" is equivalent to 31milli litres ; 

(vi) . " permit" means a permit issued under section 28 (a ) of the 
Act and includes a coupon issued against a permit ; 

(vii) " foreigner" means a person who is not a citizen of India . 

3. Application for licence.-- Subject to the other provisons of these 
rules, any manager of a hotel run on western style desiring to possess 
and sell liquor in retail to foreigners who hold permits for consumption 
at his hotel, shall apply for a licence in Form X to the Commissioner 
through the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division concerned. 
Every such application shall be in Form A and , except in the case of 
applications relating to Hotels run by a Department of the Government, 
be (i) affixed with a court fee label of the value of Rs. 2 and (ii) 
accompanied by a chalan in proof of payment of the prescribed fee 
for the licences applied for. 

The licence fee shall be remitted into a Government treasury to 
the appropriate head of account.

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4. Eligibility for licence. — Nomanager of a hotel shall be eligible 
for a licence under these rules, unless it is proved to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioner that the hotel is run on western style and that it 
has been established and run on such style for not less than one year.. 

5. Conditions to be satisfied before a licence is granted.- (1) On receipt of 
the application , the Assistant Excise Commissioner ofthe Division shall 
satisfy himself: 

(i) that the applicant has not been convicted of any offence 
against the Act or any congnizable or non -bailable offence ; 

(ii) that the applicant is a resident of the place where the 
licence is required ; 

( iii) that there are not less than 10 foreigners holding permits 
who may be residing or boarding at the hotel, provided however that 
this condition shall not be insisted in the cases of hotels run directly 
by a Departmentof the Government ; 

(iv ) that the circumstances are such that public interest will not 
suffer by the grant of a licence; 

(v) that the privilege is not likely to be misused . 

The Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division 
shall then submit his report with his recommendation to the 
Commissioner whether the grant of a licence is necessary or not. The 
report shall also specify the kinds and quantities of liquor which may 
be allowed to be possessed by the applicant, if a licence is to be 
granted . 

( 2) On receipt of the report referred to in sub -rule (1), the 
Commissionermay also make such other enquiries as may be deemed 
necessary . 

( 3) The Commissioner may, on making such further enquiries 
as may be deemed necessary and on being satisfied on the points 
mentioned in sub-rule (1), grant to the applicant the licence applied 
for by him . 

6. Refusal of a licence.-- If the Commissioner considers that the 
licence applied for should not be granted to the applicant, he may , 
by an order in writing, refuse to grant the licence for reasons to be 
specified therein and in that case the licence fee paid by the applicant 
shall be refunded to him . 

7. Duration of and fee payable for the licence .-- Every licence grant 
ed under these rules shall be valid for the financial year specified in 
the licence. A licensee desiring to renew his licence after its expiry 
shall make an application for renewal in Form A at least one month 
before the date of expiry of the period of the licence . 

The fee payable for the grant or renewal of the licence shall be 
Rs. 1000 per annum provided that in the case of hotels run by a 
Department of the Government, the Government may waive the collec 
tion of licence fee. 
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8. Suspension or Cancellation of a licence . -The licence may be can 
celled or suspended (a) if any fee payable by the holder thereof be not 
duly paid ; or 

(b) in the eventofany breach by the holder of licence or by his 
servants or by any one acting with his express or implied permission 
on his behalf of any of the terms or conditions of licence ; or 

(c) if the holder thereof is convicted of any offence against the 
Act or any cognizable and non -bailable offence ; or 

(d) if the purpose for which the licence is granted ceases to 
exist ; or 
( e ) at will ; or 

on any other grounds which may be specified . 
Before a licence is suspended or cancelled , the Commissioner shall 
give the licensee an opportunity for explanation . After Considering 
the explanation if any, received, before the time specified, the commis 
sioner may by an order in writing , stating the reasons, cancel or sus 
pend the licence for such period as is deemed fit, either wholly or in 
part. Where a licence is suspended or cancelled during its currency 
or is not renewed after its expiry, the holder of the licence is prohibited 
from selling any of the stock of liquor held by him under the licence 
at the time of such suspension , cancellation or expiry . The stocks shall 
be disposed of only on the orders of the Licensing Authority. The 
licensee shall not also be entitiled to claim any compensation on 
account of cancellation or suspension ofhis licence. 

9. General.-- A holder of a licence shall observe the conditions and 
terms specified in the licence and shall be bound by the provisions of 
the Act and the rules, orders and notifications made or issued there 
under. 

10. Change of premises. - A licensee shall not change his place of 
business specified in the licence and if he desires to do so, he shall 
make an application for a fresh licence and all the provisionsrelating 
to the grant of a fresh licence shall then apply .

In the case of persons to whom 
coupons have been issued , the issue of liquor shall be only against the 
surrender of coupons of the appropriate value. The accounts , bills of 
purchase and surrendered coupons and cash bills issued shall be pro 
duced for inspection on demand by an officer not below the rank of an 
Excise Inspector. 

4. The quantity of liquor that may be possessed under this 
licence shall not exceed ....units at any one time. 

5. The licensee shall obtain the requirements of foreign liquor 
and Indian made foreign liquor once a month or once in 15 days from 
any dealer in this State holding a licence in Form IX issued under 
section 28 (d ) of the Prohibition Act, 1950 , or from such other source 
as the Governmentmay approve , subject to such conditions as the 
Commissioner may stipulate .

6. The licensee is prohibited from rectifying spirits by purifying , 
colouring, flavouring or mixing any material therewith and from blend 
ing foreign liquor and Indian made foreign liquor . 

7. The licensee is prohibited from bottling liquor. 
sion or sale of diluted beer by the licensee is also prohibited . Loose 
liquor of each variety shall not be kept in more than one bottle at any 
one time. 

8. The boundaries of the licensed room will be entered in the 
licence by the Commissioner . The possession or sale of liquor outside 
the licensed room is prohibited . The possession in the licensed room . 
of any essence or substance used and capable of being used for colouring 
or flavouring liquor is prohibited . 
Note.— In this condition and in the other conditions of this licence ; 

unless the context otherwise requires , " licensed room " 

includes the room , if any for storage of liquor . 
9. A sign board shall be affixed in front of the licensed room 
showing the nature and the number of the license indicating that liquor 
will be sold only to foreigners holding permits. The licence shall be 
hung up in a conspicuous place in the licensed room . The licensee 
may allow foreigners to enter the permit room although they are not in 
possession of liquor permits, provided they are not served with foreign 
liquor or Indian -made foreign liquor , but with soft drinks. The 
licensee shall ensure that out of the hotel establishment only employees . 
authorised in this behalf shall enter the room and that no Indian is 
allowed to enter the permit room . 

10. No disorderly or riotous persons shall be harboured in the 
hotel. Intimation of their resort shall be reported to the nearest 
Magistrate or Police . 

11. No persons suffering from leprosy or any other contagious 
disease shall be allowed in the licensed room nor shall any such persons 
be employed by the licensee in any capacity in the said room . No 
person convicted under the Indian Penal Code or under the provisions 
of the Prohibition Act, 1950 , shall be employed in the room in any 
capacity. 

12. The licensee shall be bound to furnish such information and 
submit such returns asmay be required by the Commissioner . 

The licensee is prohibited from having any pecuniary dealings 
with any Police , Prohibition , Excise or Revenue officials. 

13. The licensee shall submit to the Commissioner on the 5th of 
every month a statement in the form in Annexure B showing the stock 
of liquor on hand , the quantity received , the quantity sold in the 
month and the balance on hand at the end of the month . 
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14. Any Excise officer of and above the rank of an Excise Inspector 
or any Police officer of and above the rank of Sub- Inspector is 
authorised to inspect the licensed premises. Such officers are autho 
rised to enter and examine the licensed room , to check the accounts , 
take stock and test the strength of any liquor that may be kept in the 
licensed room for sale. 

15. An inspection note book in the form in Annexure C shall be 
maintained for the use of the inspecting officers and shall be handed 
over to any officer authorised by the Commissioner , on being given a 
receipt therefor. 

16. The licensee or his authorised agent in this behalf shall make 
out a cash bill in duplicate- signed by himself or his authorised agent, 
as the case may be, and by the permit -holder in respect of liquor sold 
and shall give the first copy of the memo to the permit holder and 
retain the duplicate with himself. The duplicate copies of cash bills 
shall be opened to inspection by any officer authorised to inspect the 
licensed premises. 

17. The licensee shall keep the licensed room and all apperte 
nances thereto in a clean and decent condition . 

18. The licence shall not be transferred or sub -rented without the 
Commissioner s orders nor shall any agent be appointed for the 
management of the privilege conferred by this licence without the 
Commissioner s previous approval. 

19. The licensee shall be bound by any additional rules that may 
be prescribed under the Prohibition Act, 1950 , from time to time and 
shall, if so required by the Commissioner or any officer authorised by 
him , deliver up the licence for amendment or for issue of a fresh one.

In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sections 22 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ) the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules for regulating 
the manufacture, issue, possession and use of Sacramental Wine 
namely : 

THE KERALA SACRAMENTAL WINE RULES, 1962. 
1. Short title . These rules may be called The Kerala Sacramental 
Wine Rules, 1962. 

2. Definitions. In these rules , - (a) “ The Act” means " The 
Prohibition Act 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ). 

(b ). " Bishop means a priest of the Roman Catholic or other 
Church where sacramental wine is used for holy sacrifices consecrated 
as Governor of a Diocese . 
Note.The term Bishop includes Archbishop also , the Prior-General 

of Carmelite Congregation , the Major Superior Regular of the 
Caperchine order of priests and friars and duly appointed and 
authorised ecclesiastical dignitaries and missionaries in charge 
of congregations will also be considered as “ Bishop " for 

the purpose of these rules. 

(c) “ Prohibition Commissioner" includes any officer specially 
authorised by the Government to exercise throughout the State of 
Kerala or any specified area thereof all or any of the powers of the 
Prohibition Commissioner under these rules. 

(d ) " Assistant Excise Commissioner" means an Officer of the 
Excise Department designated as such who is in charge of an Excise 
Division , in whose jurisdiction the manufactory is situated and includes 
any other officer as the Governmentmay specially appoint by name or 
by virtue of his office to perform in such Division all or any of the 
duties of an Assistant Excise Commissioner under these rules ; 
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(e) " Excise Inspector " means any officer of the Excise Depart. 
ment, who is in charge of an Excise Range and includes any officer 
specially authorised by the Prohibition Commissioner to perform all or 
any of the duties of an Excise Inspector under these rules . 

(f ) " Form " means a Form appended to these rules ; 

(g ) "manufactory" mcans any room or building specified 
in the licence for the manufacture of sacramcntal wine. 

(h ) " Sacramental Wine" means wine prepared from raisins 
according to these rules, which is required for offering holy sacrifice of 
Mass in a Roman Catholic or other church in the State of Kerala 
where such holy sacrifice is usual and necessary; 

(i) "Must " means the fresh pressed juice of raisins; 

( j) The terms occurring in these Rules, unless they are speci 
fically defined herein shall have the same meaning as defined in 
the Act. 

3. Licence for manufacture and issue of sacramental wine. - Sacramental 
Wine shall be manufactured possessed or used only under a licence 
issued under Section 22 of the Act. 

4. Application for licence .--- (1) A bishop , who desires to obtain 
a licence to manufacture and issuc Sacramental Wine within the Prohi 
bition arca , shall apply in writing to the Prohibition Commissioner. 

(2 ) Such application shall be accompanied by : 

(a ) . the description and plan , both in triplicate , of the room 
or building in which Sacramental Wine is proposed to be manufactured ; 

(b) a statement in triplicate specifying the number , size and 
description of the fermenting, filtering or settling vessels or other 
permanent apparatus which are proposed to be used in the manufac . 
ture of Sacramental Wine, and 

(c) a statement showing the maximum quantity of Sacra 
mentalWine proposed to bemanufactured at the manufactory for the 
year, with the number and names of the dioceses and churches for 
which the manufactory is proposed to be established and the number of 
priests in each diocese. 

5. Grant and renewal of licence.- (1 ) A licence for the manufac 
ture and issue of Sacramental Wine shall be granted only to a Bishop 
approved for this purpose by the Prohibition Commissioner and on 
payment of such fees, if any, as may be prescribed from time to time 
under the provisions of the Act. 

(2 ) Every such licence shall 

( a ) be in form SWI; 
( b ) take effect on such date as may be specified therein and 

(c ) be in force for one year from the date of issue. 

(3) (a ) A licence may on application to the Prohibition 
Commissioner be renewed by him for a period of one year from the 
date of expiry of the original licence. 

(b ) An application for the renewal of a licence shall be made 
to the Prohibition Commissioner at least onemonth before the date of 
its cxpiry: 
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- (€) The sanction of the Prohibition Commissioner shall be 
obtained for any alternation in themanufactory or in the plant used 
for the manufacture of Sacramentalwine and the licensee shall send to 
the Prohibition Commissioner such plan , description and other infor 
mation as may be required by him in respect of this alteration . 

(4 ) Every application for the grant or renewal of a licence 
shall bear court-fee stamps of the value prescribed by law . 

6. Prohibition Commissioner to relain the original Plan etc. 
When granting the licence, the Prohibition Commissioner shall 
retain the original of the description plan and statement mentioned in 
Rule 4 (2) and forward the duplicate with a copy of the licence to the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner concerned and return the triplicate 
with the licence to the licensee . 

7. Manufacture of Sacramental Wine .- ( 1) Sacramentalwine shall 
be manufactured only in the manufactory room or building) specified 
in the licence. Raisins shall be used as base and no sugar or other 
substance or any fermenting agent shall be added either before, at the 
time of or after fermentation . The process ofmanufacture shall be on the 
lines described in the annexure to these Rules . 

( 2 ) The licence shall be hung up in a conspicuous place in 
the manufactory . 

(3) The manufactory shall be kept closed under the lock and 
key of the Bishop or his accredited agent when it is not in use. 

( 4 ) A priest nominated by the licensee shall be in charge of 
the operations for the manufacture of sacramental wine. 

(5 ) Whenever manufacture of sacramental wine is about to 
take place, the licensee shall arrange to send an intimation in Form 
S. W. 2 to the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division in which 
the manufactory is situated and the Excise Inspector of the Range con 
cerned . 

(6 ) Whenever the wine is manufactured , a return in Form 
S. W. 3 shall be sent to the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Divi 
sion, in which themanufactory is situated and the Excise Inspector of the 
Range concerned . The Excise Inspector shall see that the duty and 
the gallonage fee according to the rates prescribed in Rule 9 are 
remitted into the treasury within 24 hours on the quantity of wine 
reported to have been manufactured. 

(7) The licensee shall keep an accurate account in Form S.W.4 
of the base used , themust set up and the outturn . He shall also keep 
an account in Form S. W. 5 of the quantity of sacramental wine issued 
to the various Churches , which need be shown only , in litres. 

(8 ) The accounts kept by the licensee shall be open for inspec . 
tion at all reasonable hours by an Excise Ollicer not below the rank of 
an Excise Inspector or by a Police Officer not below the rank of a 
Sub Inspector or any other ollicer authorised by Government. 

(9) An inspection note book in Forin S. W.6 shall be kept in 
the manufactory .

8. Issue and transport of Sacramental Wine : (1 ) Sacramental wine 
shall be issued for sacramental purpose only and under the personal 
control of the Bishop to priests who hold authorities for its possession 
and use in dry areas under rule 11 to those residing in non - prohibition 
areas and to none else or for any other purposes. 

(2 ) Wine issued under the above clause for use within a Prohi 
bition area shall be transported only under a permit issued by the 
licensee (the Bishop ) in Form S. W.7 appended . Transport permit shall 
be made out in triplicate, one copy (counter-foil) being retained at 
the manufactory and the other two foils forwarded to the Priest of the 
receiving church along with the consignment. The priest shall keep 
copy for his file and 

return the other copy with his

NOTIFICATION XXVI 


RULES REGARDING THE MANUFACTURE , IMPORT, USE AND SALE OF 

CULINARY AERATED WATER ETC., CONTAINING SPIRIT . 
S. R. O No. 251/62. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 8 , 16 , 21 , 25, 26 , 28 , 29 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 ( Act 
XIII of 1950) the Government of Kerala hereby make the following 
rules regarding the manufacture, import, use and sale of culinary 
aerated water and other flavouring essences extracts, perfumes and 
colourings containing spirit namely 

RULES. 
1. These rules may be called the Kerala spirituous Culinary 
Aerated Water and other Flavouring Essences, Extracts, Perfumes and 
Colourings Rules, 1962. 

2. In these rules " said articles” means Culinary Aerated Water and 
other flavouring essences extracts perfumes and colourings containing 
spirit. 

3. No person shall manufacture the said articles except under a 
cence in Form XII granted by the Prohibition Commissioner after 
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executing a bond in Form Bl on paymentof an annual fee of Rs. 500 
and except in accordance with the conditions and restrictions imposed 
therein . The licensee shall also deposit an amount of Rs. 250 as 
security for the due observance of the conditions of the license and the 
prompt payment of duty . 

4. (1) No person shall import the said articles from places in which 
the Prohibition Act, 1950 is not in force except under a permit granted 
by the Prohibition Commissioner on payment of an annual fee of Rs. 100 
and except in accordance with the conditions and restrictions imposed 
therein for the prevention of abuse. 

(2 ) Consignments imported shall as a rule be opened in the 
presence of the local Excise Inspector and taken to stock only after 
verification by such officer . 

5. The movement of the said articles involving passage through the 
areas of the State in which the Prohibition Act is not in force or the 
export of the said articles to places in which that Act is not in force and 
vice versa shall be covered by an export parmit granted by the Prohi 
bition Commissioner. Such export permit shall only be issued to 
persons or firms holding manufacturing wholesale license of the said 
article . 

6. (1) No person shall sell the said articles except under a licence 
granted by the Prohibition Commissioner and except in accordance 
with the conditions and restrictions imposed therein for the prevention 
of abuse . 

( 2) Such licences shall be of two classes, namely wholesale dealers 
licence in Form XII A for which an annual fee of Rs. 100 shall be 
payable and a retail dealers licence in Form XII B for which an 
annual fee ofRs. 25 shall be payable. 

Permission for import and export will be granted only to the 
holder of a licence in Form XII or XII A. 

7. (1) The said articles may he sold by manufacturers or by whole 
sale dealers only to other wholesale or retail dealers or to persons 
holding a licence in Form XII B or Form XII C or to other persons 
specially authorised by the Prohibition Commissioner in this behalf 
and in such quantities and in such manner as may be specified in the 
authorisation 

(2 ) A retail dealer shall not sell the said articles to any person 
whom the dealer has reason to believe that such person is likely to use 
it as beverage alcohol. 

8. No person carrying on business as a manufacturer of aerated 
waters, as a baker or confectioner or as the keeper of a hotel or 
restaurant or carrying on any other business requiring the use of the 
said articles, shall possess them except under a licence in Form XII C 
granted by the Prohibition Commissioner on payment of an annual 
fee Rs. 25 and except in accordance with the conditions and restric 
tions imposed therein for the prevention of abuse. 

9. In respect of every application for a licence under Form XII, 
XII A , XII B , or XII C , the Prohibition Commissioner shall satisfy 
himself 
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(i) that the appiicant has not been convicted of any offence 
against the Prohibition Act or of any cognizable or non -bailable 
offence ; 

(i ) that the applicant has not been declared insolvent by any 
competant court; 

(iii) that the licence, if granted is not likely to be misused and 
that under cover of such licence the said articles are not likely to be 
sold for use as beverage alcohol. 

10. Possession for domestic purposes without a licence shall not 
exceed 60 milli litres of the said articles at any one time. 
. 11. Duty at the rate levied by the Government from time to 
time on Indian -made foreign spirits shall be levied on the spirit 
contained in the said articles, whether they are manufactured in this 
State within the areas in which the Prohibition Act is in force or are 
manufactured elsewhere in this State or in other States in the Indian 
Union and then imported into such areas. Gallonage fee at the rate 
levied by the Government from time to time on Indian-made foreign 
spirits shall also be levied on the said articles. 

12. Every licensee shall maintain in Form A below true accounts 
of all operations and transactions and an inspection note book in Form B 
below and shall furnish such statements when called for to do so by 

an Excise Officer not lower in rank than that of an Inspector or a police 
• officer not below the rank of a Sub-Inspector or such other officer as 
may be authorisd by the Government in this behalf. 

13. The authority issuing any licence or permit under these 
Rules shall have power to vary or add to the conditions and restric. 
tions specified in the Form applicable to the cases (including Forms 
XII, XII A , XII B and XIIC). 

14. Any licence or permit granted under these rules may be 
suspended or cancelled by the authority which granted it, 

(a) If any amount payable to Government by the holder there 
of be not duly paid ; or 

(b ) in the event of any breach by the holder of such licence or 
permit or by his servants or by any one acting with his express or 
implied permission on his behalf, of any of the terms or conditions of 
such licence or permit ; or 

(c) if the holder thereof is convicted of any offence against the 
Prohibition Act or of any congnisable or non- bailable offence ; or 

(d ) if the purpose for which the licence or permit is granted 
ceases to exist . 

15. If the licence is cancelled the stocks of the said articles availa 
ble with the licensee shall be taken into custody by the local Excise 
Inspector . The licensee shall then make arrangements for the sale of 
the articles to another licensee who is authorired to possess these articles 
within the area in which the Prohibition Act is in force or to any 
person or dealer carrying on business, outside such area within a 
period of one month . If the said articles are not disposed of within the 
above period of onemonth the Department may dispose of the stock 
in the manner thatmay be prescribed by the Prohibition Commissioner 
athis discretion and the owner of the articles shall be bound to abide 
by the decision of the Prohibition Commissioner. The Departmen 
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shall not be held liable for any loss thatmay arise out of such disposal 
and all expenses connected with such disposal by the Department shall 
be met out of the sale proceeds of the articles and the owner shall be 
entitled to get only the balance amount.

6. The services of the local Excise Range Inspector shall not be 
requisitioned for more than ......... a month . " The licensee shall be 
given three days noti e to the Excise Range Inspector when he 
prosposes to manufacture the ... 

The licensee shall pay Rs. 5 for each day of visit of the local 
Excise Insprctor for supervision of the manufacture.

7. The licensee shall observe such rules as may be prescribed from 
time to time by the Government in regard to the control of the 
manufacture, possession and sale of culinary aerated water and other 
flavouring essences, extracts perfumes and colourings containing 
spirit. 

8. The licensee shall manufacture only such preparations as 
are previously approved by the Commissioner of Prohibition and 
entered in the licence. No preparation , the particulars of which 
are not 

entered in the licence shall be manufactured and if 
the licensee desires to manufacture any such preparation he 
shall apply to the licensing authority and get the particulars 
of the preparations included in the licence before he starts to 
manufacture it. The Commissioner may cause samples to be taken 
from any stock of the said articles held by the licensee and cause them 
to be analysed or tested and satisfy himself that the articles contain a 
sufficicnt concentration of essential oils or other aromatic or flavouring 
substances so as to render them incapable of being misused as beverage 
alcohol 

9 . The licensee shall sell the manufactured items only to holders 
of licences in Form XII A , XII B or XII C. 

10. Each bottle or other receptacle in which essences are issued 
from the manufactory shall have affixed to it a label showing the name 
of the essence, its batch number of manufacture, the name of the 
licensed manufacturer and the percentage of proof spirit content. The 
mouths of the containers shall be sealed with the approved seal of the 
manufacturer . 

11. The licensee shall maintain true accounts in Form A of all 
operations and transactions and shall furnish such statements when 
called for to do so by any Excise Officer not lower in rank than that of 
an Inspector or a Police Officer not below the rank ofa Sub -Inspector or 
any other officer authorised by the Government. 
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An inspection notebook in Form B , for inspecting officers to enter 
their remarks shall be maintained and handed over on demand to any 
officer authorised by the Prohibition Commissioner to receive it on a 
receipt being given therefor. 

12. The licensee shall give every facility to the inspecting officers 
authorised by the Government to enter upon and examine the licenced 
premises and to inspect the accounts maintained in connection with the 
operations whenever required . 

13. The licensee shall pay an annual fee of Rs. 500 for this licence . 
The lincensee shall make a deposit of a sum of Rs. 250 within 15 days 
of the grantof this licence towards security for the observance of the 
licence conditions and for the prompt payment of duty. The deposit 
made shall be invested in the State Savings Bank and pledged to the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner ofthe District in which the depositor holds 
his licence. In the licensee fails to make such a deposit within the time 
allowed he will forfeit his licence . In case the licensee fails to pay up the 
duty within the time prescribed , the Assistant Excise Commissioner shall 
take steps for crediting the fee from the deposit of the defaulter and shall 
issue a notice to him to recoup the deposit within two weeks from the 
date of service of the notice If the licensee fails to recoup the deposit 
within the time specified above the licence shall be liable to be cancelled 
from the date of expiry of the two weeks time allowed . 

14. Contravention of any of the conditions of the licence by the 
licensee or any person under his employment will render the licence 
liable for cancellation .

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NOTIFICATION XXVII 


S.R.O.No. 252|62. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 27,28,29 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII 
of 1950 ), the Government of Kerala hereby make the following 
rules for the tapping of toddy-yielding trees for drawing sweet 
toddy therefrom in pots or other receptacles freshly coated 
internally with lime, for the manufacture of jaggery from 

sweet toddy or for the sale or use of such toddy, as beverage 
. without fermentation or for experimental purposes namely : 

THE KERALA SWEET TODDY RULES, 1962 . 
1. These rules may be called the Kerala Sweet Toddy Rules, 
1962. 

2. Licences for drawing sweet toddy may be issued under 
these rules for the manufacture of jaggery , or for experi 
mental purposes or for consumption or for sale for consumption 
at the tree, or in the tope or for sale to permit holders. They 
may, on application , be issued free to bona fide sweet toddy 
tappers and manufacturers of jaggery and to tree owners 
desirous of drawing sweet toddy for domestic consumption and 
for experimental purposes and as many copies thereof as there 
are relatives or servants employed by the licensee to tap and 
draw sweet toddy on his behalf may also be issued to him . In 
villages in which co -operative societies for the manufacture of 
jaggery from sweet toddy drawn from coconut trees have 
been registered , licences to draw sweet toddy from coconut 
trees shall not be issued to persons who are not members of 
such societies or who are not carrying on tapping for experi 
mental purposes. Every member of the Co-operative society 
to whom a licence is issued shall produce two other tapper 
members as sureties and the sureties shall bind themselves to 
stand guarantee for the proper use of licence. In the event 
of any abuse of the licence granted to such member , the 
licences of all the three members are liable to be cancelled . 

Permits for the possession , transport, and sale of sweet 
toddy may be issued in the names of licensees allowed to draw 
sweet toddy or others who apply for them . 

3. Applications for the grant of licences and permits shall 
respectively be in Forms I and III annexed to these rules. They 
need not be stamped . They should be presented to the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner or any other officer empowered by the 
Prohibition Commissioner in this behalf . 

4 . On receipt of an application in Form I or Form III the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner or the officer empowered by the 
Prohibition Commissioner, as the case may be, if satisfied after 
considering the recommendation of the Executive Committee 
of the Co- operative Society concerned if the applicant is a 
member of a Co -operative Society and after such enquiries as 
he deems fit that the applicant will not misuse the licence or 
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permit, shall at once issue a licence in Form II or as the case 
may be a permit in Form IV annexed to these rules: 

Provided that licence for the drawing of sweet toddy for 
experimental purposes shall not be issued except with the pre 
vious approval of the Government. 

The licence to store and sell Neera (Sweet toddy ) to public 
shall be issued in Form V by the Prohibition Commissioner. 
Every application for a licence to store and sell Neera shall be 
forwarded to the Prohibition Commissioner through the Assis 
tant Excise Commissioner or any officer empowered by the 
Prohibition Commissioner with his recommendation . 

The trees so licensed for sweet toddy tapping shall be 
marked in such manner as the Prohibition Commissioner may 
direct from time to time. 

5. All the licences and permits shall be current for one year 
from the date of issue. 

6. The licensee shall not tap or allow to be tapped any tree 
in excess of the number he is licensed to tap nor shall he tap 
or allow to be tapped any tree for fermented toddy. The 
quantity of sweet toddy that may be possessed for sale under 
a permit shall not exceed 25 litres at any one time. 

7. Sweet toddy for whatever purpose it is to be used , shall 
be removed from the tree only between 6 a.m. and 2 p.m .: 

Provided that sweet toddy may be removed from coconut 
trees for the manufacture of jaggery in areas where they are 
allowed to be tapped between the hours of 2 p.m. and 6 p.m. 
also . 

8. Sweet toddy shall be either consumed at the tree or in 
the tope between 6 a.m. and 2 p.m. or sold for consumption at 
the tree or in the tope between 6 a.m. and 2 p.m. or sold 
or delivered to permit-holders at the tree or in the tope between 
6 a.m. and 12 Noon or used forthwith for the manufacture of 
jaggery and no such toddy shall be kept by the licensee or 
permit holder after 6 p.m. in the case of sweet toddy drawn 
from coconut trees and after 2 p.m. in the case of sweet toddy 
drawn from other kinds of trees except what is actually in 
process of being manufactured into jaggery or except what is 
actually being experimented with . Any person may buy for 
immediate consumption at the place of sale , sweet toddy in an 
unfermented state between the hours of 6 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
Permit holders may transport sweet toddy to the place of 
sale and sell for immediate consumption at the place or places 
of sale . 

9. Any licence or permit issued under these rules shall be 
cancelled by the Prohibition Commissioner or any officer autho 
rised by him in this behalf, if the licensee or the permit holder 
is convicted of an offence under any provision of the Act. Any 
licence or permit issued under these rules may be cancelled 
or suspended or any licensee or permit holder may be debarred 
either permanently or for a specified period from holding a 
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licence or permit as the case may be by the Prohibition Com 
missioner or any officer authorised by him in this behalf, if it is 
reported by the Assistant Excise Commissioner that the licensee 
or permit holder is found to have misused the licence or permit 
and that such licensee or permit holder may be debarred either 
permanently or for a specified period from holding a licence 
for drawing sweet toddy or a permit for the possession , trans 
port or sale of sweet toddy. In the latter case before suspend 
ing or cancelling a licence or a permit or debarring the licensee 
or permit holder the Prohibition Commissioner or any officer 
appointed by him in his behalf shall give the licensee or permit 
holder an opportunity to show cause against the imposition of 
penalty within a period of a fortnight and also obtain the views 
of the Officer empowered by the Prohibition Commissioner for 
the issue of the licence if such officer is not the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner or the Prohibition Officer ( enforcing Prohibition ) 
in the locality , as the case may be. After considering the 
to the views of the aforesaid oficers, he may by an order in 
explanation , if any, received and after giving due consideration 
writing stating the reasons, cancel a licence or permit or sus 
pend a licence or permit for such period as he thinks fit or 
debar the licensee or permit holder either permanently or for 
a specified period from holding a licence or permit, as the case 
may be. 

10. It shall be open to the licensing authority to refuse 
licences for the tapping of sweet toddy of the trees of a tree 
owner any of whose trees are proved to have been illicitly tapped 
for fermented toddy by persons holding under him , whether 
on a lease or otherwise, under cover of a sweet toddy licence. 

11. The Government may subject to such conditions if any, 
as they think fit exempt any person or institution from all or 
any of the provisions of these rules.

(4 ) No spirit shall be manufactured from the sweet toddy 
drawn by the licensee. 

(5 ) Sweet toddy must at once be manufactured into 
jaggery , sugar, sugar candy or other products or put to ex 
perimental purposes or consumed or sold or delivered for con 
sumption at the tree or in the tope between 6 a.m. and 2 
or sold or delivered to a permit holder at the tree or in the tope 
between 6 a.m. and 12 noon and it shall not be kept by the 
licensee after 6 p.m. in the case of sweet toddy drawn from 
Coconut trees and after 2 p.m. in the case of sweet toddy drawn 
from other kinds of trees unless it is being actually in process 
of being manufactured into jaggery , sugar, sugar candy or 
other products or unless it is being actually experimented with . 
If a licensee wishes to transport the toddy from the tree to a 
place other than the place of the manufacture of jaggery , sugar, 
sugar candy , etc., or the place other than the place where the 
experiment is carried on he should take out a permit in 
Form IV . 

(6 ) The licensee, if he is a member of a co -operative 
society formed for the purpose of these rules, shall deliver to, 
or sell through such society or any other co -operative marketing 
society , once in a week or a fortnight jaggery , sugar, sugar 
candy or other jaggery products not less than such quantities 
as the licensing authority may fix from time to time, after 
allowing due allowance for personal consumption or for sale 
for consumption of sweet toddy as a beverage when such sale 
is allowed and after taking into consideration the local and 
seasonal conditions. 

( 7 ) The licensee, if he taps the trees and draws the sweet 
toddy himself or if he delegates the work to a relative or ser 
vant, such relative or servant shall, at the time of tapping the 
trees for drawing the sweet toddy, invariably carry the licence 
or copy thereof issued by the licensing officer on his person 
and shall produce it forthwith on demand of an officer 
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competent to make such demand . He shall also be bound to 
bring down the pots attached to any of the trees tapped by 
him or by any other tapper for inspection on the demand of 
any Prohibition Officer or any other officer authorised by the 
Government. 

(8 ) The licence may be cancelled or suspended at any 
time by the Prohibition Commissioner or any officer authorised 
by him in this behalf in the manner laid down in rule 9 for the 
breach of any of the conditions prescribed under the licence 
or permits covered by it. 

(9 ) The licensee shall submit to and obey any general 
rules or orders which may, from time to time, be prescribed 
or made under the Prohibition Act, 1950. 

( 10 ) Should the licensee apply for Government trees he 
should pay such fee as the Assistant Excise Commissioner may 
prescribe for the use of each tree and be bound by the following 
conditions : 

( a ) The licensee will (subject to existing rights ) be en 
titled to the general usufructs of the trees inclusive of the 
right to cut the leaves, gather fruit and tap the trees for sweet 
toddy . But he shall not denude a tree of leaves to such an 
extent that it has not eight leaves remaining . 

(b ) As regards the tapping of date trees 
( i) No trees shall be tapped oftener than in alternate 

years or for more than six months from the date 

of marking 
( ii ) No incision shall be made at any point within 

4 feet from the ground or 18 inches from the top 

of any other incision .

than one -half of the diameter of the tree. In 
making the incisions the tappers shall see that 
a medium ridge (vertical ridge in the shape of a 

nose ) is left in the middle of each incision .

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8. No riot or gambling shall be permitted within the 
parlour and no person of notoriously bad character shall be 
permitted to meet or remain therein .

Exemption granted to Neera Parlours from certain Provisions 

of the Kerala Sweet Toddy Rules, 1962 
S.R.O.No. 253/62. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
rule 11 of the Kerala Sweet Toddy Rules , 1962, the Government 
of Kerala hereby exempt all Neera Parlours from the operation 
of rules 6 , 7 and 8 of the said rules in respect of the storing and 
selling of Neera to public generally subject to the following 
conditions namely : 

(i) Tapping of trees shall be restricted to a radious of 
2 miles from the Parlour . 

( ii ) Neera at the production centre shall be measured 
and transported to the Parlour in sealed cases. 

(iii ) The Neera sold at the Parlour shall not be taken 
out of the premises for consumption : 

Provided that the Prohibition Commissioner may on spe 
cial occasions allow the possession and sale of neera in any 
place other than the licensed premises either on payment of an 
additional fee to be fixed by him or free of such fee . 

(iv ) Sale shall be allowed only between 7 a.m. and 
12.30 p.m. and between 2 p.m. and 7 p.m. 

(v ) If Palmyra trees alone are tapped sale shall be 
restricted to morning hours only that is from 7 a.m. to 
12.30 p.m. 

( vi) Any juice that is fermented during the working 
hours of the Parlour shall immediately be destroyed. 

(vii) Unsold neera at 12-30 p.m. and 7 p.m. as the case 
may be shall be destroyed or utilised for the manufacture of 
jaggery . 

(viii) A fee not less than Rs.500 that may be prescribed 
by the Government shall be paid for each licence.

NOTIFICATION XXIX 


S.R.O. No. 254 62.- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 8, 21, 25 , 26, 29 and 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 
(Act XIII of 1950 ) and in supersession of all previous rules 
on the subject the Government of erala hereby make the follow 
ing rules regarding the manufacture, import, export, use and 
sale of Varnish namely : 
..Rules regarding Manufacture, Import, Export, Transport 

Use and Sale of Varnish 
1. These rules may be called the Kerala Varnish Rules, 
1962 . 

2. In these rules.- ( 1) Varnish means spirit Varnish 
or French polish containing shellac, resin or both dissolved in 
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denatured spirit that is spirit denatured with 3 litres of light 
caoutchoucine and 3 liters of pyridine to 594 liters of spirit at 
a minimum strength of 50 o.p. 

(ii) Act means the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 
1950 ) ; 

(iii) Form means a form appended to these rules . 

3. No person shall manufacture Varnish except under a 
licence in Form VR I granted by the prohibition Coinmissioner 
on payment of an annual fee of Rs . 50 and except in accordance 
with the conditions and restrictions inposed therein . 

At the time of issue of the licence, the Prohibition Com 
missioner shall specify therein whether it is for the maru 
facture and use or for the manufacture and sale of Varnish . 

4. No person shall import Varnish from places where the 
Act is not in force except under a permit granted by the 
Prohibition Commissioner on prepayment of an annual fee of 
Rs. 150 and gallonage fee at 25 np . per litre and except in 
accordance with the conditions and restrictions , specified in the 
permit . 

Necessary import permits for the import of Varnish shall 
be issued by the Prohibition Commissioner in Form VR VIII 
after collecting the gallonage fee at the rate of 25 nP . per litre 
on the total quantity of Varnish imported : 

Provided that it shall not be necessary for officer of the 
Government to pay the annual fee of Rs. 150 prescribed under 
these rule for the import of varnish for the use of the Govern 
ment. 

5. No varnish shall be exported to places where the Act 
is not in force except by the holder of a licence for manufacture 
and sale of Varnish . Such export shall be made only under 
cover of the export permit in Form VR VIII issued by the 
Prohibition Commissioner . Before the issue of such an export 
permit , the exporter shall produce on iniport permit or if the 
export is intended to outside the State of Kerala, a no objection 
certificate from the competent authority of the State or place 
to which the export is made, signifying that there is no objec 
tion to the issue of the export permit sought for. 

6. A licence in Form VR II will be granted by the Prohi 
biticn Commissioner on payment of an annual fee of Rs. 25 
for the sale of Varnish in accordance with the conditions and 
restrictions specified in the licence. Persons or firms carrying 
on any business or manufacture requiring use of Varnish , in 
the course of their business, or in the process of any mami 
facture requiring the use of Varnish , shall take a licence in 
Form VR III on payment of an annual fce of Rs. 10 granted by 
the Prohibition Commissioner. 

A licence in Form VR TV will be granted by the Prohibtion 
Commissioner on pavucnt of an annual fee of Rs. 10 for the 
storage, use and distribution of Varnish by an officer of the 
Southern Railway . 
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Permission for import will be granted only to holders of 
a licence in Form VR I or VR II . 

7. (1 ) Application for licence.-- A person desiring to obtain 
a licence under these rules shall apply to the Prohibition Com 
missioner through the Excise Inspector concerned in Form 
VR V specifying the nature of the licence required with neces 
sary court fee label affixed to the application . 

( 2 ) Duration of licence. - Every licence granted under 
these rules shall be valid for one year from the date of issue 
unless otherwise stated in the licence. 

( 3 ) Conditions to be satisfied before a licence is granted 
and the procedure to be followed in dealing with applications. 
On receipt of the application referred to in subrule ( 1) the 
Excise Inspector shall verify the particulars furnished in the 
application and satisfy himself.. 

( a ) that the applicant has not been convicted of any 
offence against the Act or of any cognizable and non -bailable 
offence ; 

(b ) that the applicant is a resident of the place where 
the licence is required ; 

( c) that the applicant s personal circumstances his pre 
vious experience in the line and the local needs justify the grant 
of the licence ; and 

(d ) that the privilege is not likely to be misused ; and 
then submit his report to the Assistant Excise Commissioner 
of the Division concerned with his recommendation taking into 
consideration the local conditions and any other points which 
he consider necessary . The quantity of denatured spirit 
methylated spiritmethyl alcoholVarnish that may be allowed 
to be possed by the applicant if a licence is to be granted 
should also be specified . The fact whether the applicant held 
a similar licence formerly shall also be considered . 

On receipt of the report of the Excise Inspector, the Assis 
tant Excise Commissioner may also make such other enquiries 
which he deems necessary and he will send up the application 
with his recommendation to the Prohibition Commissioner . 

If the Prohibition Commissioner is satisfied that there is 
a real need for the grant of a licence for the particular locality 
and the privilege is not likely to be misused by the applicant, 
he may grant the applicant a licence under these rules for such 
quantities of denatured spirit|methylated spiritſmethyl alcohol 
varnish as he deems necessary . 

( 4 ) Refusal of licence. If the Prohibition Commissioner 
is satisfied that the applicant is not eligible for the licence or 
that the grant of the licence is not justified with reference to 
the conditions and circumstances specified in subrule ( 3 ) he 
shall, by an order in writing, refuse to grant the licence for 
reasons to be specified in the order. 
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(5 ) Renewal of licence. - A licence holder desiring to 
renew the licence shall make an application in the prescribed 
form at least one month before the date of expiry of the 
licence. The provisions of subrules ( 1) to (4 ) shall, as far 
as may be, apply to an application for renewal of licence as 
if it were an application for the grant of a licence. 

(6 ) Cancellation or suspension of licence. - The Prohibi 
tion Commissioner may, after giving the licensee a reasonable 
opportunity to show cause against the order proposed to be 
made, by an order in writing, stating the reasons therefor, 
cancel a licence issued under these rules or suspend it for such 
period as he thinks fit, either wholly or in part, if in his opinion 
the licensee has failed to comply with any of the conditions 
of the licence or any of the provisions of the Prohibition Act 
or the rules framed thereunder. Where a licence is cancelled 
or suspended or is not renewed after its expiry, the licence 
holder shall not sell, use or otherwise dispose of any of the 
stocks held by him under the licence and shall abide by the 
orders of the Prohibition Commissioner regarding the disposal 
of those stocks. 

( 7) Security. - A licensee shall, if required by the Prohibi 
tion Commissioner , before granting the licence or at any time 
during the currency of the licence, deposit with the Prohibition 
Commissioner in cash or in Government promissory notes, such 
sum as may be prescribed by the Prohibition Commissioner, 
as security for the due observance of the conditions of the 
licence. In case of non -observance of the terras of the licence, 
the security so deposited may be forfeited to Government and 
the licence cancelled. The forfeiture of the deposit and can 
cellation of the licence shall not be held to prevent the licensee 
from being proceeded against for any offence under any law 
for the time being in force . 

(8 ) Transfer of licence , charge of premises or locality - 
Licences issued under these rules are not transferable . A 
licensee shall not change the place of his business except with 
the previous permission of the Prohibition Commissioner. 
Permission to shift business outside the area to which the 
licence is intended to serve shall be treated as the grant of a 
fresh licence and all the provisions relating to the grant of a 
licence shall likewise apply to the granting of such permission . 

8. ( 1 ) Varnish may be sold by the manufacturer (if the 
privilege of sale is granted under the licence ) to the holders 
of VR II or VR III licences. The holder of a VR II licence 
may sell Varnish to another VR II licensee or a VR III licensee. 
Sale of Varnish by the above licensees to persons or firms 
rog: virin it for hona fide use is limited to 3 litres. Sale of 
Vanish by the holder of a licence in Form VR III is prohibited . 

Every consignment of Varnish sold under a licence in 
Form VR I or VR II in excess of 3 litres to another licensee 
within the area where the Act is in force shall be acconipanied 
by a transport perr :it in Form I appended to the Kerala 
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Denatured Spirit and Methyl Alcohol Rules, 1962 to be granted 
by the supplying licensee. The supplying licensee shall also 
send two copies of the transport permit to the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner of the Division in which his licence is situated. 

( 2 ) Varnish shall not be sold to any person whom the 
manufacturer or dealer has reason to believe is likely to mis 
use it as a substitute for alcohol. 

( 3 ) Every manufacturer of Varnish ( licence holder in 
Form VR I ) shall maintain an account in Form VR VI and 
every licensee in Form VR II or VR III shall maintain an 
account in Form VR VII . All the licensees shall maintain 
an inspection note book in the Form in annexure II for the 
use of the inspecting officers . 

( 4 ) Licensees who are in possession of both D. II (whole 
sale vend of denatured sp and VR I (manufacture and 
sale of Varnish ) licences, or of both VR I and VR III (Posses 
sion and use of Varnish ) licences, should have separate pre 
mises for the respective licences, and any transfer of denatured 
spirit from D II licensees or Varnish from VR I licensees should 
be covered by a transport permit. 

9 . Possession of Varnish for domestic purposes by private 
persons without a licence shall not exceed 3 litres at any one 
time. 

10. It shall not be necessary for officers of the Govern . 
ment or for medical officers in charge of local fund or municipal 
hospitals or dispensaries or for medical practitioners in charge 
of rural dispensaries subsidised by the Government or local 
authorities to obtain licences for possession and use or trans 
port permits for the transport, of any quantity of Varnish for 
Government purposes or for the purposes of the hospitals or 
dispensaries as the case may be : 

Provided that the Officers and institutions specified in this 
rule shall obtain an authorisation from the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner of the Division concerned , if they want to pur 
chase varnish in excess of 3 litres at a time from a person 
holding licences in Form VR II or VR I. 

While issuing such authorisation the Assistant Excise Com 
missioner of the Division concerned shall send one copy of 
it to the supplying licensee for file in support of the sale made, 
and another copy to the Excise Inspector of the Range in 
which the exempted officer performs his duty or in which 
the institution is situated . 

11. Licences may be issued by the Prohibition Commis 
sioner in Form VR IV and subject to the conditions mentioned 
therein to railway authorities for the storage, use and distri 
bution of Varnish to outstations. 

12. A gallonage fee at the rate of 25 np . per litre shall be 
levied by the Excise Officer in charge of the distillery in this 
State at the time of issue of denatured spirit for use under 
VR I licence . 
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If denatured spirit is imported into the State from out 
side the gallonage fee due thereon shall be remitted before 
hand into the treasury and the treasury receipt produced before 
the Prohibition Officer along with the application for permit. 

13 Varnish either manufactured in this State or imported 
into this State shall contain a minimum of 15 per cent weight 
in volume of shellac or resinous matter or both . 

14. No person shall render or attempt to render varnish fit 
for human consumption.
